SEEK TO IDENTIFY 
DISMEMBERED BOY 


Identity of Vi Victim un of Mysteri- 
ous Murder First Step 
in Solving of the 
Crime. 


PIECES IN TWO CANALS. 


Small Portion of Woman’s Body 
Found with Lad’s Torso 
Serves to Complicate 
the Case. 


The police are meking a city wide cgn- 
vass procuring descriptions of missing boys 
in an effort to identify the body found in sec- 
tions in the Ilinois and Michigan and drain- 
age canals at South Lewndale. 

The victim of this apparently atrocious 
murder, which, from the police standpoint, 
has more puzzling angles than any recent 
crime, -was about 14 years old, but complete 
identificatidn seems Impossible until the hand 
is found. 

Thereare indicationa that tramps may have 
killed the boy, hacked the body to pieces, and 
thrown it away, though this theory is clouded, 
by the fact that a portion of a woman's body 
was found with the torso yesterday after- 
noon, The legs of a boy, both cut in two, 
and the right foot were found in the Illinois 
and Michigan canal on Tuesday, and some of 
the police are inclined to the belief that the 
whole may have been the work of medical 
students. Coroner's Physician Hunter dis- 
credite this theory because of the rough man- 
ner in which the sections of the body were 
ergy and because the body was so recently 


To Save Funeral Expenses? 

Again, there is the possibility, the officials 
say, of some one evading the payment of 
funeral expenses by so disposing of a corpse. 
It is impossible ‘to tell how long life had 
been extinct before the cutting was done, 
but that the crime is of recent date is proven 
by the freshness of the flesh, and the 
fact that the logs were wrapped in 4 daily 
paper of just a week ago. 

Inspector Dorman has detailed a number 
of men to drag both streams of water and 
search the banks, but the only elew thus 
far obtained has been found in am old canvass 
satchel lying 300 feet from the torso, and 
which, perhaps, belonged to the boy: It 
contained a shirt, which appears too large 
for the boy, but the trousers, coat, and vest 
were possibly his; and are made of the same 
black worsted material of which his cap 
wae manufactured, It also contained col- 
lars, size 15, and cuffs, which had been 
laundered at the 2 Star laundry, and

Servian Boy Missing. 

Tuffo Hishim, a Servian 15 years old, has 
been missing from his home at 7 Johnson 
street for several days, and the police late 
last night sent for his father to go to the 
morgue and see if he could identify the body. 

The elder Hishim reported the disappear- 
ance of his son to the Desplaines street sta- 
tion Sunday night, and Tuesday night he 
appealed to the police at Central station. The 
boy was a bootblack at the Union station, 
and, according to the father, a. man con- 
nected with a small show attempted to entice 
him from home. 

When Edward, 18 years old, brother of 
Tuffo, and the father, looked at the clothing, 
they failed to make a positive identification. 
The hat worn by the missing boy and the 
trousers were partly identified by the father, 
who said that those worn by his son were 
much like the ones found in the satchel. But 
the Hishim boy, according to his father, wore 
a hickory shirt, while the one found in the 
trunk was white. The father said there were 
no marks on his son's body by which it could 


: be identified. 


Man to Be Traced. 

The elder Hishim says that Stephen Com- 
bracits, a boarder who had lived at the house 
for two months, left on Saturday to go to 
Racine, Wis., and the following day the boy 
disappeared. The police will trace Com- 
bracits's movements. 

Lawndale is inhabited by many foreigners 
who are employed at the stockyards, and 
persons who have viewed the remains see 
great similarity between the body's die- 
tion and the manner in which cattle are cut 


up. The police are working on the presump- - 


tion that the body was severed within some 
sort of inclosure because it must have re- 
quired fully an hour to sever it and wrap it 
up the way it was found. 

Finding of the Legs. 

Boys playing along the Illinois and Mich- 
igan canal on Tuesday afternoon discovered a 
suspicious looking package near the bank 
at West Thirty-third street and Lawndale 
avenue, and upon cutting the string discov- 
ered the human legs. The police were noti- 
fied and the limbs were taken to the morgue, 
where a more careful examination was made. 

Both legs had been cut off close to the 
trunk, and the right leg was again severed 
below the knee and the left one above the 
knee. Both were detached from the feet. 
and expert examination of the dissections 
showed that straight saws were used on the 
big-‘bohes and probably a cleaver on the 
smaller ones. There wag nothing scientific 
about the work. 

The lege were first wrapped up in an open 
pajama jacket of good material, the sleeves 

of which fiad been roughly cut off at the 
ee Deputy Coroner Davis believes that 
the purpose in cutting the lower portions of 
the sleeves away was to remove the mono- 
grams which probably wire there. Around 
tuis bundle was Wwrappéd. a gloth which un- 
doubtedly had been stained with blood but 
was later washed, and the newegaper formed 
the outside wrapper. The whole was tied 
witha piece of wash line.

The two strangers were seen, at he Mrs.

At that time the men were 
standing within a few feet of the house and 
apparently were watching It. 

Mrs. Pease had heard of the presence of 
the strangers near the house several nights 
before, and she at once became alarmed. 
She quickly went to her husband and in- 
formed him of the presence of the men. Mr. 
Pease on going to the window saw fhe 


‘strangers and at the same time the men saw 


him. They turned and walked rapidly north 
in Dover street. : 

The next day Mr. Pease held the confer- 

enoe with Chief Shippy. 

An attempt to wreck the Pease home was 
made last fall when a dynamite bomb was 
exploded under the front porch. The bomb 
wrecked the porch and broke a score of win- 
dows in the building. Mr. Pease and mem- 
bere of his family were at home at the time, 
but they escaped injury. 

The perpetrators of the outrage escaped in 


an automobile whieh was seen by several 


neighbors a few minutes after the explosion. 
A score of policemen worked on the case 
in an endeavor to learn the cause for the 


| dynamiting, but they were unsuccessful. 


Bomb Was a Firecracker.

there are still missing the left shoulder

‘all the pieces of the body might have been 


thrown into the water at the same time and 
become seperated, but Dr. Hunter is con-

Under those conditions the police are in- 
clined to believe that the murderer brought 
the body along Lawndale avenue in a wagon 
and scattered it. The presumption is that 
he drove west along the edge of the drainage 
canal to get rid of the torso, and that the 
other parts of the body will be found on sub- 
sequent search. At the same time they are 
wondering why the murderer should also 
throw away the boy's satchel when this could 
have been safely disposed of in a kitchen 
stove. 


Tramps Camped There Lately. 
Boys of the neighborhood told Inspector 
Dorman that until a few days ago a group 
of “‘hobos’’ camped in a “ dugout ”’ on the 
banks of the drainage canal and were the 
police not satisfied that a big saw and cleaver 
had been used they would be devoting their 
efforts principally to locating these tramps. 
The boy may have been unintentionally 
killed by his father or employer beating him 
too severely and then the body severed and 
disposed of to cover up the crime, the police 
say, and the father of a youmg woman might 
have killed him. The nearest house is located 
on Lawndale avenue, between the two points 
where portions of the body-swere found, but 
the authorities all say that there is no posst- 
bility of the body having come from there. 
“1. guess it's a plain cage of murder all 
richt,“ said Dr. Hunter. That slit in the 
heart doesn’t mean anything. We often cut 
into the heart when making an autopsy, and 
this dissection was never done by any med- 
ical student, no matter how crude he might 
be. The dissections are not made in the 
proper places. A butcher did that. Take my 
tip and look for the butcher and I believe 
the mystery will be solved.”

The police 
brought in a whole lot of stuff which they 
believed were parts of the human body, but 
they proved to be the entrails of animals 
But they are liable to find anything in that 
neighborhood.”’

Mr. Yates was a political accident in 
the first place and has been a mistake 
ever since. As governor he was the ere- 


ation of William Lorimer, who in the 


convention of 1900 saw the structuré of 
his state machine being ruined by the 
impending defeat of Elbridge G. Hanécy. 
Republicans still remember the startling 
conversion of the placid Lorimer into a 
wild maniac after the third ballot at 
Peoria convention. : 
Lorimer preserved his control over the

| Ever since Sultan Abdul Hamid ascend- 
ed the throne there have been many who 
would have killed him with the greatest 
pleasure if they could have got a chance. 
Being aware of that, and being fond of 
life, he has gone to great pains to baffle 
their designs. It may not be true that he 
always wears a coat of mail and has a 
revolver handy. One cannot trust implic- 
itly these intimate details as to the per- 
sonal habits of monarchs. It is certain, 
‘however, that he has been in constant fear 
of assassination and has kept himself shut 
up in the palace, surrounded by guards 
whose fidelity he believed he could depend 
on. Seldom have his subjects had an op- 
portunity to look upon his face. 

According to reports which have not 
been fully verified, the enitan’s fears of a 
violent death—the kind of death most of 
his predecessors have known—<came near 
being realized this week. There is noth- 
ing inherently improbable in the story. 
There have been previous plots to dispose 


May. He has always had enemies, and 
probably he now has more kinds of ene- 
mies than ever before. Some of them are 
of his own household, and hence the most 
dangerous of all. 

There are young Turks” who would 
like to put an end to him, believing it 
would help the cause of constitutional 
government in Turkey.

Abdul Hamid has many enemies, but 
they have not been able to get bim during 
the thirty-two years he has reigned. By 
remaining shut up and by doubfing his pre- 
cautions he may escape the dagger, the 
revolver, and the bowstring. But those 
precautions rob life of its sweetness. The 
sultan and the czar, each of whom knows 
how “amneasy Hes the head that wears a 
crown,” ought to exchenge experiences so 
as to find out which of them has the pri- 
macy of unhappiness.

Lord Delamere has been singularly unfor- 
tunate in his dealings with the British colo- 
nial authorities, Less than two years ago the 
cables from Mombasa announced that he 
had been arrested and committed for trial 
at Narobi on a charge against him under 
sections 207 and 422 of the Indian penal 


Arthur Smart, which Lord Delamere claimed 
had previously been sold to him. Smart 
agreed to transfer the land to Delamere, who 
gave an indemnity covering costs and dam- 
ages in case Grant should bring suit against 
him. Grant then brought a civil suit for 
breach of agreement against Smart and ob- 
tained judgment. Smart's lawyer appealed 
and immediately afterward, before the appeal 
had been decided, Grant brought criminal 
proceedings against Lord Delamere for hav- 
ing accepted the transfer of the land. 

The Indian law under which Lord Dela- 
mere was arrested has been denounced by 
British jurists of every degree as enabling 
the most random and vexatious charges 
to be made; charges that are so seldom 
proved that, according to Indian adminis- 
trators, the plaintiffs usually bolt if not 
bound over by heavy recognizances; in fact, 
Lord Delamere could not have been charged 
with crime under the English law, and no- 
where save in India or Bast Africa could a 
man, such as thie peer, guilty at most of a 


as a “tort,” find himself, thanks to the in- 
tricacies of the Indian code, entangled in the 
meshes of criminal law. 

Of course he was acquitted, the proceed- 
ings being described as malicious. But the 
fact that he should heve been subjected 
not only to the indignity of arrest and crim- 
inal indictment owing to the foolishness and 
red tape of the British officials of the pro- 
tectorate but should likewise have been held 
up to obloquy in the London press, 5,000 miles 
away, as charged with a mysterious crime 
indicated: only by the number of certain 
clauses of the Indian criminal code, was 
enough to discourage him from all further 
colonial enterprise. : 


— 


Lord Delamere fs a great land owner, both 
in England and in Africa. In the united 
kingdom his estates extend over 10,000 acres 
of the finest land in Cheshire, while in East 
Africa he has owned for a number of years 
past a tract of 250,000 acres of splendid land 
near Narobi, where he has been growing cot- 
ton and sugar with great success and main- 
taining flocks to the tune of some 20,000 sheep 
and several thousand head of cattle. He has 
a beautiful house on his Bast Africa place 
and spends a portion of each year there 
with his pretty wife, who was Lady Florence 
Cole, daughter of the earl and countess of 
Enniskillen, and there are few English and 
‘foreign visitors of distinction who have been 
in that part of East Africa without en- 
joying his hospitallty. Lord Delamere has 
done more than any one else to attract at- 
tention to British East Africa and to in- 
terest his countrymen in this particular por- 
tion of the British empire, and has, more- 
over, a splendid record as an explorer and as 
a big game hunter. Indeed, he has a larger 
number of dead Hons to his credit than any 
other sportsman now living. 

He is the head of the ancient house of 
Cholmondeley (pronounced Chumley) of Vale 
Royal, to which Miss Mary Cholmondeley, 
the author of “Red Pottage and of 
other well known novels, belongs. The mar- 
quis of Cholmondeley is the chief of a junior 
branch of the house. Lord Delamere’s Eng- 
lish country seat, Vale Royal, is a pic- 
turesque old place in the valley. of Weaver, 
surrounded by extensive Cheshire woods. It 
occupies the site of a Cistercian monastery 
founded by Queen Eleanor in 1277 and occu- 
pied by the monks until the reformation, 
when it was bestowed by Henry VIII. upon 
Thomas Holcroft, whose grandson sold it to 
the Cholmondeleys, 3

Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, or rather 
his children, have benefited considerably by 
the death of Robert of Bourbon, the last 
duke of Parma, who died last winter teav- 
ing a colossal fortune.. The duke when he 
married his eldest daughter to Ferdtnand 
of Bulgaria gave her $100,000 and assured 
to her a handsome allowance over and above 
this sum. But he-stipulated that the chil- 
drén born of the marriage should be brought 


died the duke declined to continue the allow- 
ance on the ground that Ferdinand had vio- 
lated the terms of the marriage contract by 
converting his eldest boy, Crown Prince 
„Boris of Bulgaria, from the Roman Catholic 
to the Greek orthodox faith, in which he has 
since been reared. Nor was Ferdinand able 
to obtain any redress. The children have 
now, howeyer, through their grandfather's 
death, obtained all the property to which 
their mother, the princess, was entitled as his 
eldest daughter, and as they are minors its 
administration will be vested in the hands 
of their father. 

The duke of Parma, as I predicted at the 
time of his death, has left the bulk of his 
fortune to his third son, Prince Elias of 
Bourbon, whom he has likewise designated 
as chief of the family. Yet Elias, who is 
married to Archduchess Marie Anne of Aus- 
tria, daughter of Archduke and Archduchess 
Frederick, is only the ninth child 6f the late 
duke,, and has two elder brothers, Henri and 
Joseph, both of whose birthrights have thus 
been set aside in his favor. 

The late duke leaves his widow an income 
of $60,000 a year, in addition to the immense 
chateau and estate of Schwarzau and all its 
revenues. The capital of her annuity has 
been deposited for safety in the treasury of 
the imperial house of Hapesburg, which will 
take charge ofthe payments. The remainder 
of the fortune is divided into halves. One 
half goes to Prince Elias, the principal 
heir, While the other half ts divided 
the twenty children of the late 
duke. In spite of their number the fortune 
is so great that they will all be exceedingly 
well off even for royal personages.

The population of London, 6,549,000, Stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder, would form a 
human wall 1,800 miles long; or put on an.

With an average of three square feet for 
each person to stand on the population of 
the united kingdom, 48,220,000, could be ac- 
commodated on 4.62 square miles, equal to a 
square of 2.16 by 2.15 miles.

Chicago Agents Point to 8300, 
000 Loss Falling Upon Unli- 
eensed London Group. 


That 8 will he done by insurance 
men with reference to the London Lloyds, 
whose heavy inroads into the Chicago fire 
insurance field was revealed by the recent 
ebevator fire, is practically certain. 

The risk on the two elevators destroyed 

Was considered unusually heavy by the in-

risk, but the insurance was distributed 
among all the companies on La Salle street. 

Where the largest American companies 
feared to tread a group of individual London- 
ers, who are unlicensed in any American 
state and whose financial standing practi- 
cally is a matter of guesswork and faith, 
plunged to the extent of $300,000, almost 
one-half of the total insurance on the grain. 

Moved by this fact, so dramatically brought 
out by the fire, a number of fire insurance 
agents of Chicago and other large cities of 
the west, who have been relying on London 
Lioyds to help them out on big risks, have 

@ careful investigation as to the

Many Groups in London Lloyds. 


There is no one organization that is entitled 
to the name of the London Lloyds. There are 
numerous independent groups of men that 
underwrite policies under that name, con- 
ducting their business through brokers on 
this side of the water. 

Since the advent of London Lioyds into this 
country on a large scale a few years ago, the 
different groups have drawn millions of dol- 
lars in premiums from the United States. 
London Lioyds, before a policy is written, re- 
quires that some regular company be used 
a warranty, ite policy being based on the 
amount of insurance the warranty company 
will carry. If the warranty company goes 
off the risk, the Liayds policy is void. 

London Lioyds has been regarded as a 
plunger in fire insurance operations. For 4 
while London Lloyds made handsome profits 
on its United States operations, t within

He expressed himself as opposed to any 
kind of industrial outer harbor, but thought 
a place for excursion steamere should be 
provided at the mouth of the river of 
some plece along the shore. This, he 
explained, would make the lake, Chicago's 
greatest pleasure ground, more accessible to 
citizene and visitors. Street car linea, he 
suggested, easily could be extended to such 
docks. f

Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 5.--The forest fires 
in the Elk river valley have burned past the 
region of the towns. The flames are Still 
devastating the timber region beyond the 
gettiements and may last until rain falls.

$5,000,000 and $6,000,000.
